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Producing the many telephone directories that guide users in asking for or dialing correct numbers 
is one of the most complicated and precise phases of the B. C. Telephone Company's operations. 
To describe this work in detail would require as many words as there are names in the current 680-page 
Vancouver Telephone Directory, largest of the company’s publications in number of copies printed. 

The pictures on these pages show the various steps in directory compilation and some of the people 
whose efforts are responsible for the results.

New Submarine Cable Links Vancouver and North Shore 


HE B. C. Telephone Company’s outside 

plant programme took to the water in 

October, with the laying of the first of 
two new armored submarine cables designed 
to provide additional telephone trunks  be- 
tween Vancouver and North and West Van- 
Is 
ifteen thousand feet of 200-pair cable 
were laid across Burrard Inlet from the foot 
of Chesterfield Avenue in North Vancouver 
to a point near the foot of Granville Street 
on the Vancouver side, in the biggest sea- 
borne operation undertaken by the company 
since the war years. 

This 100-ton manufactured in 
England using lead for the sheath procured 
in Canada, doubles the trunking facilities 
between Vancouver and the North Shore by 
augmenting two 100-pair cables which have 
been in operation for some time over the same 
route. Unavailable in England, the lead had

NVOLVING expenditures running into 
seven figures, on additional central office 
and outside plant facilities, new buildings 

and building extensions, the B., C, Telephone 
Company’s post-war development programme 
is making great strides despite continued 
shortages of all types of telephone equipment. 








More than 120 estimates, covering a wide 
variety of work in practically all parts of the 
B. C. Telephone Company’s territory, were 
completed this year in the ten-month period 
from November 1. Others 
are expected to be completed by the end of 
the year.

The year started off with the opening of the 
Newton central office as part of the Cloverdale 
exchange. Other central office projects were 
completed during the ten-month period as fast 
as equipment was received from the n 
These included (not necessarily 
in chronological order) manual switchboard 
additions to the offices at Parksville, Prince 
George, Belmont, Abbotsford, Agassiz, Kam- 
loops, Duncan, Courtenay, Langley, Nanaimo 
and Port Alberni. In the cases of Kamloops, 
Nanaimo, Abbotsford and Port Alberni, ex- 
tensions had been made to the office buildings 
to house not only the additional switchboard, 
but also additional rack room and power 
equipment. In nearly all cases the additional 
switchboard included both local and toll facil- 
ities. More automatic equipment was added 
to the Hope, Qualicum and Hammond offices, 
and more switchboard is being added at Nel- 
son, Trail and New Westminster.

in 1929, Ralph S. Argue, to put 
it in his own “didn’t 
know the first darn thing about 
trafic engineering.” 

This gap in his education 
was soon filled, however, by a 
Welshman from Chicago, who 
taught him the finer points of 
the job during preparations for 
the Victoria automatic conver- 
sion. Harold E.Gwillim’s tutor- 
ing was so good that young 
Argue became the Traffic De- 
partment’s No. 1 technical man 
in short order. 

But that’s only part of the 
story.
